there was an improvement fell from 84 to 27. The percentage of recoveries 
on the total number treated for the different kinds of insanity was, in the case 
of acute mania, 16°81, chronic mania 6°22, melancholia 4, acute dementia 5-71, 
and chronic dementia 1:43, The percentages are lower in every case than the 
corresponding proportions in the previous year, except in the case of chronic 
mania. , These figures, however, are, as has been pointed out by the Surgeon- 
General on previous occasions, quite unreliable for scientific purposes, so long as 
complete uniformity does not exist in_ the various asylums in the diagnosis of 
‘different forms of mental disease. In his present Report. he writes:— 
“In my last Report 1 spoke of the uncertainty of nomenclature in the 
hands of different Superintendents, who are required to record all cases under * 
headings which can be said to afford only a general classification. In 1888 
“changes in the superintendence of asylums were unusnally frequent, and I 
conclude, from the entire course of events in that year, that the changes 
affected the nomenclature of discase. Thus there were 92 new cases of acute 
mania, and a total number of 232 cases treated with 48 cases of recovery and 
improvement with discharge. In 1882 there were 69 admissions and a total, 
of 200 cases with 47 cases discharged. Going back to 1881, we find, again, 
99 admissions and 213 cases in total, with 55 of recovery and improvement. 
Recovery from acute mania within a year is frequent, and it is probable that 
if practice as to nomenclature had been the same- in the two later years, 
the figures would have been somewhat differently arranged. The same must 
be said of chronic mania. There is fluctuation in the proportion of recoveries ‘ 
which points to uncertainty of names.”

“A perusal of this table strengthens the inference that there 

has. been no increase of crime in consequence of the operation of the 

orders issued in 1876. The fluctuations that appour are not more than must be 

expected when considerable numbers are being dealt with. The Surgeon- 

General makes the following observations :—‘ The first columns of the table, 

showing commitment for graver crimes, present numbers which were all 

exceeded in the earlier years, except the second (column headed ‘ Attempt 
to murder’); but these are not the crimes of which the record would 
probably be affected by the change of practice. The result, if there were 
any, would probably appear under the head of theft, trespass, suicide, 
mischief, bad behaviour, bad livelihood, &c., and these do not increase 
either relatively to the whole, or absolutely in such manner as to support any 
imputation against the existing rules of ddmission to asylums.” 

5. The causes of insanity were unknown in 98 out of the 232 cases 
admitted and re-admitted during the year. Of the cases in which causes were 
assigned, 108 cases were ascribed to physical and 26 to moral causes. The 
following table shows the number of cases in which the cause of insanity is 
attributed to intemperance and the use of drugs:

4. The existing senior and junior scholarships, which are tenable for only 
two , are clearly inadequate to the purpose now in view, and a strong case 
has made out for granting special scholarships of a duration proportioned 
to the length of the course of study in the Medical College. The Lieutenant- 
Governor has, therefore, after full consideration, accepted the conclusion that 
the demand in Bengal for female medical practitioners requires to be met, in 
the first instance, by measures of special encouragement; and he readily sanc- 
tions Mr. Croft’s proposals as offering a fair prospect of attaining the end in 
view within a reasonable time. Mr Croft shows that, assuming an average of 
two pupils a year, the cost of the scheme will rise from Rs 480 in the first year 
-of the ten years’ period to Rs. 2,400 in the last It will then decline, as 
scholarships expire by lapse of time. In the present stage of the question, the 
Lieutenant-Governor is unwilling to impose any limitations on the number of 
scholarships granted. Even if that number should rise beyond what may now 
be expected, there will, it is believed, be no difficulty in meeting the charge. 

6. The general lines of the scheme being thus determined, it remains to 
apply them to the particular cases which have given rise to Mr. Croft’s 
proposal. It is understood that Miss D’Abreu and Miss Avala Das will 
continue their studies in the Madras Medical College until they return to 
practise their profession in Bengal. The Lieutenant-Governor sanctions the 

t to both of them of scholarships of Rs. 20 2 month from the date on which 
their original scholarships expired until the completion of their course of study. 
oe pment of the same value, tenable for five years in Calcatta, will also 
be granted to Miss Virginia Mary Mitter and Miss Bidhu Mukhi Bose. All of the 
four scholarships now sanctioned will be termed ‘ Female Medical Scholarships,” 
and J asics will be made in the Education Budget for the grant of similar 
scholarships to all females willing to study medicine in the Medical Coll 
for the next ten years. Only the experience uf years can show whether 


_ educated women of Bengal will avail themselves of the facilities now offered to 
| them, and prove, by real work, that they are fit for the duties and responsibi- 


 lities which some of the more advanced among them are anxious to assume.

The Annual Report on the Royal Botanic Gardens, Calcutta, for the year 1883-84, 

The completion of the general scheme for improvements last ear left 
little to be done in the way of original work. The planting out of the palm- 
house, the erection of which had been completed during the previous year, 
was the most noticeable work carried out in the Garden during 1883-84. 
For this purpose, plants that had outgrown the limits of the former low-roofed 
conservatories were transplanted, while the interspaces between the larger 
plants were filled in by lower-growing species of various kinds—aroids, 
marantas, selaginellas, and the like. The palm-house already presents a 
handsome appearance, and the general effect of it will be greatly enhanced 
as the plants continue to grow. The steam-pump, which was lately erected 
to keep the river water in the Garden tanks ata high level throughout the 
year, has proved a success. These ornamental lakes, besides improving the 
appearance of the Garden, have also conduced to its healthiness 

2. The distance and inaccessibility of the Garden from Calcutta greatly 
impair its value as a health and pleasure resort. A service of passenger 
steamers has recently been established, which call at several points within the 

ort, one of the calling places being the Mattiabruj ghat, opposite the Garden: - 

r. King has suggested that, if a landing-stage were erected by Government 
onthe Howrah side of the river, at some place close to the Garden, the 
steamers might be induced to call there, and thereby render it much more 
accessible to the public. The Lieutenant-Governor would be glad to see 
this done if it does not involve a large expenditure. A communication on the 
subject will be addressed to the Agents of the Steamer Service, 

8. The economic plants which engaged the Superintendent’s attention 
during the year were the Sabai grass, che paper mulberry \ Broussonetia papyrifera), 
the Cinnamon plant yielding the Cassia bark of commerce, and the Soy bean. 
The Sadai grass was extensively distributed in various parts of the Province 
and its suitability as a paper fibre has been established beyond doubt. The 
bark of the paper mulberry, which has an easy and rapid growth, was 
reported on by a oa om and pronounced to be “an admirable 
paper material.” Dr. King believes that the plant is capable of roducin 
one of the very best paper fibres known—a fibre at once strong pete fine, an . 
requiring very little bleach. Experience has shown that the plant growsas _~ 
well in the drier climate of Durbhunga as in the lower parts of Bengal ; and 
with a view of extending the cultivation of the tree, Dr. King is having 
large number of plants prepared for issue and for planting out in yacant 
along the Garden boundary. A further consignment of the Cinnamon t 
was received from Hong-Kong during the year. ° The plants, though — 
are quite young; and as they seem to grow slowly, it will be some time before 
' their suitability to the soil of Bengal can be ascertained. The Soy bean, of 
which Dr. King had arranged for a supply from Japan, was distributed during 
the year among planters and others for experimental cultivation. The re 
as was anticipated, has been a failure, 

4, The experiment of utilizing the ornamental lakes in the 
a breeding ground for Gourami fish has also proved a failure. One of 
lakes was stocked with a quantity of this fish, which had beén su; 

Thomas of the Madras Civil Service; but on the 
dragged some months after, mot a single fish could be found, The § 
dent, however, proposes to makp a further trial. 

5. Owing to the insufficient accommodation afforded by the 
barium, it had nqt been possible to arrange and name a Inge collecdon 
plants received during the past few years; but since the < stic 
new building, this work has made considerable progress under 
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supervision. A beginning was also made in classifying the large number of 
botanical pamphlets which the Garden library contains. Very valuable 
contributions were received in the herbarium during the year from the Royal 
Garden at Kew, and from Government officers and other gentlemen both in 
India and other countries. Among the chief contributors were Mr. Kunstler, 
Mr. Gamble, Mr. Talbot, Dr. Schlich, Mr. Duthie, Dr. Trimen, Mr. Levinge, 
Mr. ‘Ford, Dr. Cooke, Mr. Hallett, Mr. Maries, Mr. Clarke, Mr. Woodrow, 
Mr. Hildebrand and Dr. Hay. The interchange of seeds and plants went on 
actively during the year. ‘Twenty-three thousand eight hundred and nine 


living plants and 3,716 packets of seeds were distributed, the principal

recipients being, as usual, Station Committees, Cantonment Magistrates, and 
Superintendents of Hospitals and Jails. A considerable number of plants was 
also,sent to the International Exhibition in Calcutta. On the other hand, 
9,179 plants and 1,038 packets of seeds were presented to the Garden by 
various contributors. The receipts from the sale of surplus plants amounted 
to Rs, 1,345-11-9, while the whole of the budget allotment of Rs. 70,350 
‘was spent. 

. For the third year in succession, the Lloyd Botanical Garden at Dar- 
jecling suffered from the ravages of the cockchaffer grub, Specimens of this 
jee and of the beetle into which it develops have been sent to a specialist in 

ndor” for identification and report, but no answer has yet been received. 


Dr. King’s proposal to suspend all distribution of living plants from the Garden, 


in case the grub shows itself again this year, commends itself to the Lieutenant- 
Governor. A similar grub, it is stated, has proved very destructive in Ceylon 
to coffee planted in patuna or grassland. Fortunately the Darjeeling grub 
has not as yet displayed any partiality for tea. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to acknowledge the excellent work 
done by Dr. King and his subordinates during the past year.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
IN BENGAL FOR THE MONTH OF APRIL 1884, 





Dvxine the month of April temperature increases cag 4 in Northern India, The ae 
area of maximum temperature includes the Central Provinces, West Orissa, Obutia Nagpur, rr 
South Gya and the districts in Central India bordering on the Central Provinces. Concur “ 
rently with the increase of temperature pressure diminishes. The total diminution of the ; | 

month is the result of a series of oscillations in which the downward movement is greater 
than the upward, The meteorological acfions in the Province are similur, but stronger, and 
more developed than in the month of March. ete f winds, the continuation partly, 
if not mainly, of winds down the Assam valley prevail along the foot of the hills in North 
Bengal and Behar. South-westerly winds from the Bay of Bengal, varying in strength 
considerably with the period of day, blew over South and Central Bengal. In Central and 
South Behar and Chutia Nagpur westerly dry winds, the continuation of the air current 
blowing down the Gangetic valley in Upper India, prevail. Usually during the month the 
sca winds extend their influence over a larger area of the Province, increasing the humidity 
and give more or less frequent showers of rain, 


The main effect of the convergence of these three air currents, varying so widely in 
strength, humidity and other characteristics, is to give frequent disturbances, chiefly thunder- 
storms, generally local in character, but occurring us a group or series over a large of 
the country. The barometric indications of these small local storms are very doubtful. 


The rainfall of the month is almost entirely due to these storms. The average distribu- 
tion of the rainfall in Bengal for the mouth of April is simple. The lines of equal rainfall 
run mainly north aud south, or parallel to the hills on the borders of Eastern and Northern 
Bengal. To the cast of a line running through Julpigoree, Rungpore, Serajgunge, Burrisal 
and Chittagong, the rainfall varies from 4 to 6 inches, he rainfall diminishes westwards, 
and to the west of a curved line running through Bettiah, Durbhunga, Doomka, Hazari- 
bagh and the Cuttack Hills the average rainfall for the month of April is less than 
one inch, It is least in Shahabad, where it is barely one-fifth of an inch, * 


The meteorology of the past month has been very unusual. The first fortnight was 
characterized by the same features as the previous month, viz. unusually higk temperature, 
diminished air pressure, excessive dryness of the air, and an almost entire absence of thun- 
derstorms and rain-showers. This culminated in three or four days of intense heat and 
dryness, lasting from the 12th to the 16th, when a rapid change took place. The westerly 
winds in Behur gave way: casterly winds advanced northwards and westwards: frequent 
thunderstorms occurred over the greater part of the Province, which gave rainfall above the 


average over nearly the whole of Bengal. ‘Temperature hence decreased rapidly and was 
generally below the normal, and concurrently pressure increased slightly and was above the = 


mean for the period until the last two days of the month. The meteorology ‘of the second : 
half of the month thus stands in striking contrast to that of the first half. ; : 


Almospheric pressure.—The barometer oscillated rapidly and within narrow limits at 1 
the commencement of the month. It fell rather rapidly on the 7th. A series of thunder- 
storms occurred over the greater part of Bengal on the afternoon of that day, which cansed 
the barometer to rise again. It oscillated slightly for several days, and then fell sud on 
the 18th and 14th. The fall amounted to a tenth of an inch in Behar, and nearly a sixth of 
an inch in North Bengal. Pressure was hence considerably below the normal of the day ‘on 
the 14th. It increased slightly during the next four days, and oscillated within y 
narrow limits until the 25th, when a rapid rise occurred, lasting until the 27th. This a - 
followed by a still more rapid fall on the 28th and 29th. During the latter 
month the barometer moved very unequally in different of the Province, yh Aes 
ally at adjacent stations, indicating a disturbed state of the atmosphere. Frequent thunder 
storms occurred during this period, when the barometer was generally above its n 
height. The average pressure of the month was slightly in excess for the great maj 
stations.

‘The maximum temperatures recorded in Behar were not high as compared with 
previous years, but this was due to the unusually large rainiall over the greater part of 
the Province and the prevalence of cloud during the latter part of the month. During the 
second half of the month the mean temperature was 1° below the normal average of the 
period”in Orissa and Chutia Nagpur, 24° in South Behar, 3° in South-West Bengal, 84° 
in North Behar and 4° in East Bengal. — ‘ ; 

The combination of these two opposite variations was to give a mean daily temperature 
for the month in defect in Bengal and Orissa, and very slightly in excess in Chutia 
Nagpur and Behar. The deficiency was greatest in East Bengal, for which it averaged 
14°. The excess in Behar and Chutia Nagpur was small, nowhere exceeding 3°. 

inds.—During the first fortnight westerly winds prevailed over the whole of Behar 
and Chutia Nagpur, and a large portion of Central and North Bengal, occasionally 
extending eastwards as far as Rungpore aud Serajgunge. The southerly winds had a 
much stronger westerly component than usual. On the ‘7th the westerly winds gave way 
rapidly and were displaced by easterly winds in Central Bengal and North Behar, aud 
were variable in South Bebar and Chutia Nagpur, At the end of the month winds 
ranging between south and eust were prevalent throughout the Province. bo. 

Humidity.—The contrast between the meteorological features of the first and second 
fortnights of the month was most strougly shown in the humidity and rainfall.

Tuw week under review has beon one of slight general and almost continuous dis- 

turbauce. Pressure, as is frequently the case at such periods in the hot weather, was above 4 

the average. The barometric movements were, however, unequal and irregular over the 

Province, an indication of abuormal and local atmospheric action and of general dis- ne. 

turbance throughout the whole or a large portion of the Province. Frequent thunderstorms ° 

occurred in almost every district which have given rainfall considerably above the average — 

over a large part of the Province, and more especially in those districts of Behar and South- 

West Bengal, which received deficient rainfall during the previous fortnight. Temperature 

was hence considerably reduced, and the weather has been unusually cool for the season of 

the year. — 


Atmospheric Pressure.—The barometer was low on the 2nd and slightly above the 
average. Pressure increased from that date until the Gth, after which it diminished rapidly 
until the 9th. During this period the barometer fell two-tenths of an inch in Behar and 
West Bengal, and upwards of a quarter of an inch in East Bengal. Notwithstanding this 
considerable decrease on the two last dys of the week, the mean pressure was above the 
average, more especially in Central Bengal and Behar, Orissa, Chutia Nagpur, and the 
south-western districts of South-West Bengal formed an area of low pressure during the 
week as they have done for some time previous. 


Temperature,—in consequence of the unusually large rainfall of the week, the weather 
has been unusually cool. The only stations which recorded maximum tempbratures exceed- 
ing 103° were Chyebassa and Gya, The highest readings of the maximum thermometer at 
these stations were 107° and 105°2° respectively. The decrease in the temperature is, as a glance 
at the observations show, directly dependent on the rainfall. It is ¢reatest in South-West 
Bengal, for which the mean temperature was nearly 6° below the normal for the period. 
The deficiency averaged 44° for Behar and Chutia Nagpur and 34° for East Bengal. It was 
least in Orissa, for which it was only 1°. The greatest reduction of temperature occurred 
at Berhampore, Burdwan and Jessore. 

Winds.—Moderately strong sea winds have been blowing across the Bengal coast 
during the past week, which have extended their influence over the whole Province, givin 
south and south-cast winds over South and Central Bengal, and east winds over Nort! 
Bengal, Behar, and variable winds in Chutia Nagpur, 


Humidity.—1n consequence of the unusual prevalence of easterly winds, the humidity 
of the air hus been higher than usual during the week. The following gives the average 
10 a.m. humidity of the week in difference parts of the Province, and the normal 10 a.m.

From these figures you will see that the number of available enginemen and 
shifters has been doubled iu the last year, You will also note that we have now eight men 
capable of working trains, and two others who should be fit to go out on the line in another 
six or eight montis’ time, 

No alteration in the mode of supplying men his been made during the year, The 
old rule of promoting cleaners to firemen, firemen to shunters, and shunters to drivers 
having been pursued, each man undergoing a careful examioa:ion before he is promoted to 
shunter, and again when he is promoted to driver, At the present time there are some five 
mien having worked their way up to posts of first firemen and shed tindals, who are fit to be 

romoted to shunters whenever they may be required, two of whom are now actually employed 
in shunting in the Somastipur yard during the present increase in the number of working 
trains. 

As regards the progress made to teach the men to read and write, a night school 
has been ‘started here since March last, and a schoul-master purposely employed to conduct 
the same. The attendance has been satisfactory on the whole. 

Doring the year eight failures have occurréd to engines under the charge of 
native drivers. Since the Ist of this month no Kuropeaus bave been employed on goods, 
local or material trains, the work having been entirely and satisfactorily performed by 
natives. Anup and down local, an up and down goods, two ballast, and one material 
train having been regularly running. 

It is therefore clear that our present staff of native enginemen is sufficient for 
our reqnirements until the line opens out or the traflic increases, and 1 cousider that they 
have performed the work allotted to them for the year in question in a satisfactory

Resotution.—The large increase in the number of native drivers and — 
shunters employed during 1888, as compared with the nu.ber during 1882, — 
and the favourable reports with reference to the attendance of the men, and — 
the satisfactory performance of the duties entrusted to them, are a sufficient 
proof that the training of natives for employment on locomotive engines hus 
now passed beyond the experimental siagv, and that the difficulties at first 
experienced in carrying out the measure have been fairly overcome. 
It is noted, however, that the men are as yet employed only on goods, local, 
or material trains, and though, with the class of men now obtained, this 
limitation may be advisable for the present, and for some time to come, tho - 
Lieutenant-Governor trusts that every endeavour wil! be made to vbtaitt the 
services of a class of men of somewhat superior inteiligence, who, with the 
necessary experience, might reasonably be expected to beeome competent for 
the working of fast mail trains. With that object in view, the night schools 
now provided (the attendance at which is still somewhat unsatisfactory) should 
be made as efficient as possible by granting prizes for regular attendance, and 
by regulating the pay of the men on promotion according to the result of their 
examinations. :

“SUMMARY OF THN METEOROLOGICAL AND'RAINPALE ORSURVA 1 3

Tue chief feature in the meteorolocy of the past week has been the commencement of 
the south-west monsoon in Ceylon, and over the south of the Bay. This has affected the 
meteorology of Bengal by diminishing slightly the strength of the southerly winds crossing 


Ss * the Bengal coast from the howd of the Bay. ‘This was probably due to slight indraught- 
ina from the north to the front of the advancing suuth-west monsoon current, where heavy rain 
Ps usually falls. The effect of this decrease in the southerly winds has been marked. There 


has been much less atmospheric disturbance, and consequently diminished rainfall. The 
rainfall has also been local in character, and confined almost entirely to Bengal, and more 
especially North and East Bengal. a. 9h 

Atmospheric Pressure.—The movement of the barometric column during the week has 
been somewhat irregular. Pressure increased slightly on the 10th and 11th, and then fell = 
slowly until the 14th and 15th, and was again rising on the 16th, Pressure was generally, on ep 
below the normal; the deficiency averaging 02” in Orissa, South-West Bengal, and. Bast. : 
Bengal, 03” in Behar, and 05” in Ohutia Nagpur. Pressure continues relatively low in 
Chutia Nagpur as represented by Hazaribagh. % 

Temperature—The mean temperature of the week was below the average at all the 
reporting stations. The amount of the deficiency was as usual largest in those districts 
where the rainfall was heaviest, viz. [East and North Bengal and the central and eastern 
districts of South-West Bengal. The deficiency in this area varied from 6° at Berhany 
and 5° at Jessore to 3° at Chittagong and 2° at Dacca, The deficiency was least in Behar,

the Magistrate of Dacca, as Members, had been appointed for the purpose of 
the proposed enquiry. It was also stated that, during his recent tour in 
Eastern Bengal, the Lieutenant-Governor had had many opportunities of ob- 
taining information on the working of the present Chowkidaree Act (VI B.C of 
1870), and that he was of opinion that there was much in its provisions that | 
needed amendment, especially in the view of its being made to supplement the ~~» 
general scheme of Local Self-Government, then under consideration. In the ~ « 
letter of this Government, No. 3242J., dated the 22nd November last, to the “") 
address of Mr. J. Monro, the President of the Committee, the principal points ~~ 
to which enquiry should be directed were indicated. 

4. Previous to this, viz., in May 1882, the Government of India had sug- 
gested to this Government certain alterations in, and amendments of, Acts XVL 
of 1873 the North-Western Provinces Village and Road Police Act) and XVIIE- 
of 1876 (the Oudh Laws Act). ‘The proposed alterations were to invest 
chowkidars with powers to arrest, in certain cases, persons suspected of hayi 
committed offences, or against whom a hue and cry has been raised, to 
interfere for the prevention of certain offences, and to exercise the powers.

sulted. The opinions of these officers were in due course sent to the Committee v

5. The report which was received by this Government on the 27th April + 
1888 reviews from its inception the whole working of the law since its intro- 
duction, and brings out in a clear and eoncise way the many defects which 
interfere with its successful application. Practical action upon the recom-

8. It is not surprising to Mr. Rivers Thompson to find these i 
for it is clear trom the SJonmnit ® report that peoylitilewes done prada 2 
authority, after the passing of the Act, to give it a fair chance of success. The 
Commissioners record in the 10th paragraph that “unto the year 1878 the village” 
communities were allowed to work the Act very much in their own way, and 
special attention does not seem to have been directed to the question of the 
regularity of payment of chowkidars’ salaries.” It was not till 1879 that 
special measures were taken to ivestigate the position of things, so that for 
nine years this special law, involvi: g an entirely novel procedure, and establish- 
ing an entirely new system as regards the constitution of the village police 
throughout the country, was apparently left to drift into irregular channels 
without any active attempt at guidance from superior authority. It may 
be quite true that the principle of the measure being w leave the widest © 
freedom of action to village communities, the intervention of magisterial or 
police suthority might not have been be pert ; but the fact remains that in one 
of the most important points connected witb the inauguration of the Act, viz., 
as regards the selection of proper persons for the office of punchayet, the 
requirements of the law had been most perfunctorily discharged. A reference 
to paragraphs 30 to 82 of the report under review will show the character of 
the proceedings, and establishes beyond question that while the Act rerognized 
the necessity of special care in the selection of the members of a punchayet, 
and imposed the duty upon the magistracy with special injunctions to carry 
it out, after personal communication with the residents of a village and after 
a full explanation of the duties of the office, the practice generally prevalent 
has been to leave this work altogether in the hands of the regular police.

As’ fresh legislation would be nevessary to give effect to any such scheme, 
the consideration of many questions of detail can stand over till such legislation 
is taken in hand.

The number of boys at the Reformatory School at the commencement? 
“ofthe year 1583 was 79. During the year 30 boys were admitted, viz. 11 
from the Calcutta and Alipars Police Courts, one from the High Court, and 18 
from differeut districts, making a total of 109.. Of this total, 21 were released 
on expiry of sentence, one on appeal, one by order of Government, four on 
reaching the age of 18 years, two died, and one effected his escape. The number 
‘boys remaining in the School on the 31st December 1883 was thus 79, the 
5 a number as at the commencement of the year. Of these, 43 were Hindus 
“and 36 Mussulmans. There is accommodation in the School for 100 inmates. 
2. The discipline and general behaviour of the boys has continued 
i . The average number of punishments fell from 4:7 in 
to 3'4, the lowest average that has yet been reached. The offerices 
itted were not, it is stated, of a serious nature, and were chiefly of a 
might be expected from boys. The average number of boys 
jo marks, and the average earnings J week, show a slight decrease 
mpared with the preceding year.

3. The*vear'was a remarkably healthy one, thé admissions into hospital 
having fallen from an average of 2°90 in 1882 to 1-26. There were two 

_ trom fever with enlargement of the spleen—a disease which has all along’ be 
the one from which the boys have most suffered. . 

4. The efficiency of the training and discipline in the School is best tested 
by the conduct of the boys after releuse. It is therefore very satisfactory to 
find that of 58 Magistrates’ reports regarding released boys, no less than 52 
were to the effect that the boys were doing well and bearing a good character. 

5. The cost of maintenance rose from Rs. 132-3-6 in 1682 to Rs 163-12-1 
per head. The cause of this increase was the small average number of boys 
in 1883 compared with the preceding year, the cost of establishment remaining 
the same. On the opening of the Reformatory School at Hazareebagh in 
September 1882, 25 boys were, as mentioned in the Kesolution on the Reports 
for 1882, transferred from the Alipore School, and the number at the Igtter + 
did not increase during the year following. The expenditure, however, on 
the whole fell from Rs. 12,563-3-3 to Rs. 12,282-14-3. There wasa decrease 
of Rs. 596 in cost of diet, owing chiefly to the diminution in numbers of the 
boys, and a decrease of Rs. 53-8-3 in hospital expenses. ‘There was an inezease, 
for various causes, in the cost of constructions and repairs of Rs. 244-8-3, and 
in that of clothing an increase of Rs. 158-16. 

6. The cost of the educational establishment was Rs. 1,140. Under the 
rules the subjects to be taught are reading, writing, and arithmetic in Urdu 
and Bengali, with an advanced class in which the above subjects are to be 
taught in English, and instruction may be given in the rudiments of 
geometrical drawing. The educational staff is stated to have worked well. 
The report does not show, however, what progress was made by the boys and 
how many of them were in the advanced class. ‘This subject should be 
noticed in future reperts. 

7. The salaries of trade instructors amounted to Rs. 570-15-6. The trades 
taught were, as in the preceding year, those of a blacksmith, book-binder, 
gardener, carpenter, cane-worker and tinsmith. The net profit of manu- 
factures, notwithstanding the release of alarge number of the older trained 
boys, has continued to rise, amounting in 1883 to Rs, 10,896-8-5. In 1882, 
with a considerably larger number of boys working, the net profits were 
Rs, 10,224-6-1. Considering the character of the boys dealt with, and the 
necessity of releasing those who have been trained just at the time when their 
labour bécomes most productive, the result is credituble to the Superintendent, 
Mr. Kirschner.

“Your attention has already been invited to the Tenancy Billas revised 
by the Select Committee of the Legislative Council of the Governor-General ; 
to thé report of the Select Committee upon the Bill, with the dissents from 
that Report which were published in the Cateutta Gazette of the 2nd of April 

) and su uent dates; and to the important letter of the Government of India 
No. 784, dated 5th May, which appeared in the Gazette of India of the 10th 
instant. The Lieutenant-Governor again requests your most careful attention 
to these documents, especially to the letter of the 5th May, in which His 
Excellency the Governor-General in Council subjects several provisious of the 
ill to examination, pointing out, in regard to some, the necessity that exists 
for a turther discussion of their tendency and usefulness, and ‘in regard to 
others the desirability of collecting more complete information. All those 
points, as well as other matters to be brought to your notice in the course of 
this letter, should now, without any loss of time, receive careful consideravion 
from yourself, from the District Officers subordinate to you, and from such 
public bodies and individuals interested in the measure as may be willing and 
abile to give assistance and advice. It will be found that on a few points local 
enquiries will be necessary in order to clear away the remnants of those 
difficulties which, at the outset, beset this question of the amendment of the 
Rent Law in Bengal. Those points have been generally indicated by the 
Government of India in their letter, and in the sequel I am to touch ‘upon 
them also. Before doimg so, however, I am to say, with reference to procedure, 
that when the matters on which further enquiry is needed shall have been duly 
investigated, and when your District Officers, having taken such advice as 
may be necessary, or may be tendered by persons interested in ti:e measure, 
shall have formed their conclusions on the matters referred for their opinion, 
then it is the Lieutenant-Governor’s wish that you should hold a conference 
of all your Collectors and such other officers as you may desire to consult, 
that you should thoroughly discuss the matters referred to you in personal 
communication with them, aud draw up a report embodying the general 
opinion of the conference, From this intercommunication of ideas, the 
Lieutenant-Governor anticipates not only much benefit as far as the consider- 
ation of the question itself is concerned, but also a great lightening of the 
work of Government in reviewing the reports to be submitted.

The chief points to which your attention should be directed are 
(0 whether the definition of ryot in section 5 (3) covers all classes of ryots, those 
olding under unregistered lakhirajdars as well as under the holders of revenue- 
paying lands; (4) whether the presumption in section 5 (5) is, with reference te 
existing practice, a fair presumption, and, if not fair, what presumption of the 
sort would be fair; («) malathat the conversion of the subletting cooupeany.

Having due regard to both aspects of the 
case, an expression of opinion is required whether enhancements should be 
allowed out of court, in cases of increased prices or fluvial action, fo the same 
extent as in court, where the landlord’s claim im all its bearings would be 
subjected to the closest examination under a judicial enquiry. 

Generally, then, the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that your attention will 
be specially diecied to the limitations on enhancement, and that you will care-. 
fully consider whether they are appropriate, or whether a more uniform pro- 
portion of increase is not desirable. The absence of a definite limit to enhance- 
ment on the ground of landlords’ improvements is noteworthy, as is also the 
absence of any provision for deducting the increased cost of outtiration before an 
enhancement is decreed on the ground of a rise in prices. These are important 
questions (the latter especially so), and should be examined with careful 
scrutiny. 

11. It only remains to bring prominently to notice one other point on this 
subject of enhancement of rent, namely, enhancement on re-letting [section 42

16. Chapter VI—Applies exclusively to non-occupancy ryots. You will 
*at onee observe that its contents differ radically from the provisions of the Bill 
as introduced into Council, and if the provisions of the first draft told too 
severely against the landlords, it is open to question now whether the chapter 
as it stands does not err on the other side. When the Bill was first under 
consideration last ree Mr. Rivers Thompson objected to different maxima 
being imposed on the rents of occupancy and non-occupancy ryots, and he 
refers now to the remarks he then made because, although the maxima limits 
» on“rents have been withdrawn, the fundamental difference to which he then 
objected is still retained. In paragraph 20 of the letter of the 27th September, 

the Lieutenant-Governor wrote as follows :— 


‘Tf the one-fifth, or 20 per cent. limit, be justifiable as regards ocoupancy ryots, the 
question remains —Is five-sixteenths or 31} per cent. of the produce fair as regards the 
non-occupancy ryot? On this point | am to suggest, for the consideration of the Council, 
whether the provisions of section 119 of the Bill, as far as they refer to what is there called 
the “ordinary” ryot, do not introduce an unoonstitutional and dangerous principle into the 
law of Bengal.

20. The Government of India call attention, in paragraph 18 of their 
letter, to section 96, dealing with abandonment of holdings, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor also requests you to consider, with reference to local facts, whether 
the section as it stands exposes the occupancy or non-occupancy ryot to a 
material danger of having actual rights, no longer capable of invalidation b 
the landlord, destroyed, or the further growth of inchoate rights suppressed. 
The question should be considered in connection with the subject of enhance- 
ments to which your attention has been called in paragraphs 11 and 16 of this 
letter ; for the danger is that these provisions as to abandonment may be abused 
in order that land may be cleared of old ryots and enhanced rates imposed on 
néw-comers. If the diticultics pointed out in paragraphs 11 and 16 above can 
be satisfactorily solved, the solution would have an effect on the abandonment 
question also by removing the apprehended danger. That a real danger is, 
however, apprehended, there can be no doubt. Authentic information is before 
the Government of cases in which landlords have expelled ryots from their hold- 
ings without “iy legal formalities whatever, and introduced new ryots at 
higher rents. By such an exercise of power the landlord may no doubt 
become amenable to criminal penalties; but the ryot, once ejected from his 
holding, is not always able or willing to seek redress. Should then no 
satisfactory solution regarding the equalization of occupancy and non- 
pe snag rates present itself to you with reference to paragraphs 11 and 16 
above, the question the Lieutenant-Governor would ask vou to consider 
is whether the provisions of section 96 are calculated to promote the exercise 
of arbitrary power on the part of landlords or not. Should your judgment 
be in the affirmative, it is hoped you may be able to suggest some means of 
reconciling the interests of the landlord and the ryot on the question. It has 
been suggested that in case of an occupancy holding, which is a valuable 
right, the interest of the presumed deserter should be sold; but to that sugges- 
tion objection has been taken in the landlords’ interests. The point, however, 
is still open to discussion, and Mr. Rivers Thompson will be glad to have an 
opinion upon it. 

21. With regard to the provisions for measurement of lands, you will 
observe that the landlord’s right to measure a// lands within his estate is affirmed. 
The present law does not allow him to measure lakhiraj lands, and a ‘report 
is required whether, assuming that you gener approve of the provisions 
on this point contained in the present Bill, it is advisable that the 
measurement of lakhiraj holdings should extend to a survey of internal details, 
or only of external boundaries. You are also requested to state whether you 
think any inconvenience is likely to result from the provisions of section 101, 
declaring that the actual measurement shall be made not by the local, but by 
the ish system of mensuration.

generally between landlords and tenants. The Lieutenant-Governor p emtaes 4 
requests that, with the observations upon them, contained in paragraphs 71 3 
77 of the Select Committee’s Report, and in paragraphs 19 to 21 of the letter ¢ 
the Government of India, the sections of this chapter may be carefully considered: 
by you and by your Collectors, both with reference to the facts to be recorded, 
the adequacy of the powers taken for the purpose of ascertaining and recording 
them, and the appropriateness of the procedure for the object in view. He also 
inyites your attention to section 116 (2), and begs that you will give your 
careful opinion as to whether it is desirable that only a presumption should 
arise in favour of the correctness of facts ascertained with due care in the full 
light of publicity, and with ample opportunity to the parties interested to 
contest nes or whether it is to the general interest that the facts, as ascer- 
tained (and if not all, then what facts) should be regarded as conclusively 
established for a certain specified period. 

24. Chapters X 1 and XII.—Vo the points under these chapters, to which the’ 
Government of India draw attention in paragraphs 22 and 23 of their letter, the 
Lieutenant-Governor desires only to add a hope that you will, with reference to 
the circumstances of your division, carefully consider whether there is in exist- 
ence any land, other than the land defined in section 138 (1), which is commonly 
recognized as not of a character in which the cultivator can ordinarily acquire: 
the right of occupancy. 

25. Chapter XILI.—Coming now to the important subject of distraint, 
you will observe that, in the opinion of the Government of India (an opinion 
from which the Lieutenant-Governor is not now disposed to dissent), the ques- 
tion lies between the retention of distraint as it exists under the present law 
(with perhaps sharper penalties in case of abuse) and distraint exercised 
through the courts in the way prescribed by the Bill. It is urged by the 
landlords that the right of distraint, though not always exercised, is essential 
to the recovery of their rents, especially in the case of non-occupancy -ryots 
in border districts or on chur lands; while, on the ‘other land, it is beyond 
doubt that the right of distraint (as it now exists) has been greatly abused with 
the object of enhancing rents, or of recovering legally irrecoverable arrears, * It

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND, RAINFALL OBSERVA 
TAKEN IN BENGAL DURING THE WEEK ENDING 23np MAY 18840) 


Tne most important feature in the meteorology of the past week was the occurrence of 
a cyclone in the east of the Bay. lt was noted in last week’s report that the south-west _ 
monsoon had burst in Ceylon, Apparently the strong current advanced up the east of, the 
Bay and gave heavy rain in Burmah, A whirl was established in the front of the advancing _ 
current to the west or north-west of the Andamans on the 15th. It advanced northwards on | 
ere cyclone. Like all cyclones in the 
Bay of rapid formation, the extent or area covered by the cyclonic disturbance was not large. 
It crossed the Arracan coast near Akyav late on the evening of the 17th, and caused great 
destruction of property. As usually happens during the prevalence of cyclones in the Bay, 
the winds fell off in strength in Bengal, and little or no rain occurred in any. part of the 
Province. After the cyclone disappeared, occasional raia-showers were received chipfly in © 
Fast and North Bengal, During the latter half of the week the atmospheric conditions were 
those which usually obtain before the commencement of the south-west monsoon, 

Pressure,—The cyclonic disturbance off the Arracan and Burmese coasts caused 2 very 
considerable fall of the barometer on the 16th and 17th, greatest in amount in East Bengal 
and least in Behar. This was followed by an equally rapid rise on the 18th and 19th, after 
which the changes of pressure were small, and due to the ordinary oscillatory actious always 
in operation in India, The average pressure of the week is below the normal of the period 
over the whole Province. he d-ficiency averages ‘04” in East and South-West Bengal and 
Orissa, where it was greatest, 03” in South Behar and Chutia Nagpur, and -02” in North

Temperature—Has been excessive over the greater part of the Province. 


The mean 


temperature was from 1° to 3° above the normal in Behar and Chutia Nagpur and Orissa,

In those parts of South- 


West and East Bengal, represented by PReriampore and Chittagong, the mean temperature 
was from 14° to nearly 38° below the normal. The hottest purt of India, during the 
week, was the eastern districts of the North-West Provinces and the adjacent portions of 
Central India. Hence high maximum temperatures were recorded at the western stations 


in South Behar, where westerly winds generally prevailed during the week.

The Report No, 1333, dated the 18th January 1884, of the Committee appointed. for 
the purpose of revising the rules and procedure under tlhe Mahomedan Marni 
Registration Act, and of supervising the Kazis appointed in Bengal, and 
general working of the Act. 7 

The aoe submitted by Nawab Mir Mahomed Ali embodying his views on the 
subject. 

In the Resolution of the 25th July 1882, the Lieutenant-Governor reviewed 
the Report of the Committee appointed by Sir Ashley Eden to consider and 
report on the subject of the registration of Mahomedan marriages and divorces 
era. The proposals adopted by the majority of that Committee were

(1)—That registration should continue to be voluntary. 
OX oThata Kazi-ul-Kazaat, or head Kazi, for the province should be 
appvinted in Calcutta.

The Lieutenant-Governor accepted all the proposals but the second, the 
_adoption of which would involve a revival of the old procedure of Regulation *

gentlemen possessing the requisite qualifications to fillsuch an office, who

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Department have shown that the Act and rules do not work at all well. Our’ 
colleague, Nawab Abdool Luteef has, however, maintained that ‘therales ard — 
the present cumbrous procedure are susceptible’ of simplification, and the Com- 
mittee have endeayoured to suggest such modifications as will farther that 
result. . 
4, The first point to which the attention of the Committee has been 
directed is the reduction of expenditure to Mahomedan Registrars by 
lessening the number of forms in use. ‘The present system of registration of 
marriages for all creeds is that the Registrar should pay the cost of all forms 
used for the purpose of such registration. The practice in the case of Regis- 
trars of Christian marriages is to issue the first set of forms gratis. Thereafter 
the Registrar pays the cost of all forms expended from time to time, The 
Mahomedan Registrars on the contrary are required, as a condition « 
precedent to their appointment, to pay the cost of all forms, registers, and seals, 
The following list shows the number of such books and registers, and the

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It will be seen that upon appointment, a Mahomedan Registrar is requir. 
ed to pay Ks. 52-11-6 as a condition of such appointment. The Committee, 
moreover, consider that many of the forms and registers the Registrar is re- 
quired to keep are unnecessary.

Con dering the large area of most police thannahs, and tnat a Mahowedan 
Re is required to attend marriages upon requisition, and to proceed upon 
tours for the purposes of registering marriages, the Committee think that the 
‘ numbet of Mahomedan Registrars should be increased, so as to allow of at least 
. one Mahomedan Registrar to each thannah. The Committee would encourage 
the extension of the system wherever practicable, to allow of one Mahomedan 
r to each outpost. Ineach of the districts of Chittagong and Noa- 
khally there are four outposts, forming the exclusive jurisdictions of Malhomedan 
Registrars, in Mymensingh two outposts, in Furreedpore one, and in Rungpore 
one. If the jurisdiction of an outpost in those districts is able to support a 
Mahomedan Registrar, it is possible that in other districts the unit of a Maho- 
medan Registrar's jurisdiction may be brought down to the limits of an outpost. 
6... By thus limiting the jurisdiction to a more compact area it is thought 
probable that the Mahomedan Kegistrars may be induced to proceed more 
actively about their jurisdictions. At present a Mahomadan Registrar is apt to 
remain at his head-quarters and expect the public to resort to him for regis- 
tration, as in the case of an office for the registration of deeds; but apart from 
the difference between the compulsory rezistration of the greater number of 
deeds as compared with the voluntary registration of marriages, from the cir- 
cumstances of the case, itis difficult to procure the attendance of the parties 
to the marriage, one of them being always a purdahnashin woman. 
7. The third point is to extend the registering agency, and this will be 


aided by the introduction of the Act for the appointment of Qazis (XIL of 


1880). The Committee would urge most strongly that no person be appointed 
a@ Qazi within the jurisdiction of a Mahomedun Registrar except the Regis- 
trar himself. The would strengthen his position. As the Qazi appointed 
by Government, it would lend the Mahomedan Registrar more prestige. He 
would be in more frequent request to attend at, and celebrate marriages and 
wherever he attended as Qazi he could register the marriage as Registrar. 
Further, under section 3 of the Act, as Qazi he would be entitled to appoint 
Naib Qazis, who would act as his agents in informing the Qazi of intended 
marriages, and in inducing parties to register the marrisges performed by 

sons other than the Qazi or his naibs. By selecting the most active and 
intelligent of the village Mollabs and Khundkars, and appointing them Naib 
Qazis, the Mahomedan Registrar should be able, by their co-operation, to encour- 
age registration of all marriages and divorces by his influence as the Qazi 
and Mahomedan Registrir appointed by Government. Under this head also 
falls the proposal of the Committee to extend the period of three months allowed 
_ for the appearance of parties for registration under Rule 23, to six months. It 
is generally considered the limit of three mouths is too short for the appearance 
_, of-all parties. 

; 8. Of course to secure the more efficient working of the Mahomedan 
| Marriage Registration Act, it is desirable that the person actually officiating at 
| the marriage should also be empowered to register the marriage. ‘lo this, 
- however, there are practical difficulties. To meet the chief of these difli- 

fies, ithas been proposed thut the register books should consist of loose 

numbered consecutively, which the Mahomedan liegistrar as Qazi 
distribut® to his Naib Qazis for the registration of such marriages as 
eht perform, But under the Mahomedan Marriage Registration Aét, 
officer appointed under that Act is empowered to register marriages.

As the law is at present, there is no provision by which Naib Qazis can be 
empowered to register marriages without a special license under section 3:of the 
Act; and whenever a Mahomedan Registrar who is a Qazi is unwilling to nomi- 
nate any of his Naib Qazis as Mahomedan Registrars within his jurisdiction he 
must be content to look on his Naib Qazis as mere agents to inform him of the 
celebration of marriages, and to induce parties to register marriages. The 
Mahomedan Registrar as Qazi would be able to make such terms with his Naib 
Qazis as might be agreed upon by the parties. 

9. Another proposition laid before the Committee is to place the 
registration. of kabinnamas in the hands of Mahomedan Registrars. But to give 
effect to this proposal would require fresh legislation, empowering Mahomedan 
Marriage Registrars to register such deeds. The Committee venture to think 
that to withdraw the registration of kabinnamas from the ordinary registering 
officers and to place it in the hands of Mahomedan Registrars would be pro- 
ductive of beneficial results. It would improve the position of Mahomedan 
Registrars, aftract better men to the appointment, and would probably lead 
to the more extended registration of both kaninnamas and marriages, Under 
the present procedure it is highly inconvenient that the parties are obliged to 
register the deed of dower and the fact of marriage before different officers and 
at different places. 

10. The last points which the Committee would propose to remedy are 
Rules 18, 19, 20, 21, regarding the attendance of Mahcmedan Registrars at 
marriages upon requisition by tbe parties. By Rule 18, any party requiring 
the attendance of a Mahomedan Registrar at a ceremony of marriage may make an 
application to the Mahomedan Registrar to that effect, but his attendance under 
the rule is discretionary with the Mahomedan Registrar himself. Under Rule 
19 the Mahomedan Registrar may travel on circuit or not, but if the Mahomedan 
Registrar decides to proceed on circuit he is bound to issue notice specifying 
the dates and the places to be visited on such tour, and the Mahomedan Regi 
is bound to attend onthe requisition of any resident of any place included in the 
said circuit, if notice has been served on the Mahomedan Registrar requiring his 
attendance a week before his arrival at that place. Under Rule 20, the 
Mahomedan Registrar is bound to give effect to priority of application if any 
question of precedence arises, and under Rule 21 the Mahomedan Registrar is 
prohibited from demanding more than a fixed scale of commission and 4 annas 
a mile travelling expenses under Rule 18, or of more than Rs. 2 without 
any travelling expenses under Rule 19, 

Tne Committee consider these rules cumbrous and unnecessary. There is 
no control and supervision to enforce the observance of such rules.. The * 
Gommitttee would prefer to leave the matter to be settled between the Maho-. — 
medan Registrar and the publie, fixing a lower limit of fees of Rs.3,and83aunas 
a mile, travelling allowance, more within the means of the classes who would _ 
chiefly resort to registration. The Committee think an active Mahoeee . 
Registrar would proceed on circuit at times, and to places where ceremonies 
requiring registration would be most likely to occur, and would accept such 
fees as the parties might be willing to give.
